Trump’s response on Franken draws fire 


His criticism rings hollow to some who cite 
women’s complaints against president 


President Trump’s harsh response to the reports of Senator 


Al Franken’s misconduct strikes many women as hypocritical.

WASHINGTON — There’s a lot to 
turn your stomach when mulling Sen- 
ator Al Franken’s lewd treatment of 
radio host Leeann Tweeden during a 
2006 trip abroad. 

But one person who might have 
been expected to stay silent on the is- 
sue is the guy who at least 16 women 
have accused of sexually inappropri- 
ate behavior. 

Think again. 

President Trump, who revels in 
pushing boundaries and smashing 
norms, weighed in Thursday evening 


with two tweets disparaging Franken 
for his boorish behavior. By doing so, 
the president drew attention to his 
own misbehavior and, according to 
critics, made a mockery of more cred- 
ible efforts to improve the environ- 
ment for women. 

“It’s both profoundly hypocritical 
and ironic what he’s saying — given 
the conduct that he himself has dis- 
cussed is remarkably similar,” said 
Liesl Gerntholtz, executive director of 
the women’s rights division at Hu- 
man Rights Watch.

Low on players, Martha’s Vineyard cancels annual battle with Nantucket

AK BLUFFS — The weath- 

ered sign outside the high 

school here lists year after 

year of past glory for Mar- 

tha’s Vineyard football. Five 
Super Bowl championships and nine league 
titles, triumphs that created cherished 
memories across generations. 

But this fall, the sign stands as a bitter- 
sweet reminder of what has been lost. For 
only the second time, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket will not renew their tradi- 
tional rivalry Saturday to play for the prized 
Island Cup, a fall tradition that attracts 
thousands of fans and alumni and is a point 
of intense local pride. 

Martha’s Vineyard reluctantly canceled 
the game early this month because its once 
powerhouse program had dwindled to just 
14 varsity-level players. Some blame the 
fear of concussions for the decline, others 
point to the growing popularity of soccer. 
Whatever the reason, hundreds of Vine- 
yarders will not be boarding a chartered fer- 
ry to Nantucket to root for their team, as is 
the custom. 

For players on both sides, the cancella- 


tion is hard to accept. 

“Its heartbreaking,” said Zachary More- 
is, a senior cocaptain who is the Martha’s 
Vineyard quarterback.

But says she is not sure 
Democrats have the votes 
to stop GOP in Senate

Senator Elizabeth Warren on Friday blasted 
the sweeping tax bill that passed the House this 
week as a giveaway to wealthy corporations but 
said she is not sure there are enough Republi- 
can votes to stop it in the Senate. 

“When I look at a bill that says $1.5 trillion 
goes to the biggest corporations in this country 
and we're going to repeal the estate tax for the 
richest, most powerful families in this country, 
you bet this makes me angry,” she said in an in-

terview with the Globe editorial board, waving 
her fist in the air. “This is fundamentally 
wrong.” 

Warren noted that the tax cuts for individu- 
als will be phased out by 2025, while those for 
corporations will remain permanent. And she 
criticized Republicans for adding to the bill a 
repeal of the Affordable Care Act’s mandate 
that everyone buy health insurance, noting that 
it is estimated to result in 13 million fewer 
Americans with health coverage.

For 10,000 workers, retailer 
wants a million square feet

In preparation for hiring as many as 10,000 
workers in the coming years, Internet retailer 
Wayfair Inc. is on a massive hunt for office 
space, an expansion that could make it one of 
Boston’s largest business tenants. 

The Boston-based company — which sells 
furniture and household goods — said Friday 
that it is looking for up to 1 million square feet 
of space, which is about three-quarters the size 
of the Prudential Center and nearly three times 
the room it has at its headquarters in Copley 
Place, where about 3,500 people work today. 

“At the rate we’re growing, we'll need a lot 
more space,” said Wayfair spokeswoman Jane 
Carpenter. 

The company, which has hired real estate 
brokers and is negotiating with landlords,
